The EZ? Diario Oficial, says that the grant to the 
English Company for the construction of the rail- 
road between Vera Cruz and the City of Mexico, 
which the Government considered forfeited, on 
account of the acceptance by the said company 
of a charter from Maximilian, dated Jan. 25, 
1865, has been re-affirmed. The provisions of the 
grant are as follows: The Government requires 
the completion of the Puebla branch on or before 
the 31st December, 1868, and the finishing of the 
main line, between Apizaco and Paso del Macho, 
on or before the 3lst December, 1871; it reserves 
to itself the right of making the concession claim- 
ed by Don Ramon Zangronis for a road to Vera 
Cruz, via Jalapa; grants the company the right to 
take all lands belonging to the national domain, 
free of charge ; requires it to pay for all property 
taken from the States, towns or individuals ; fora 
period of ten years material of all kinds used 
upon the road, in any way, shape or manner, is to 
be imported free of duty: for the same period it 
is exempted from payment of taxes, contributions, 
loans or any other impost or duty upon the work; 
the Companyts granted the privilege of exporting |poun 


oh ed? to ts 
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free of duty, for a period of twenty-five years, the 
sum of $560,000, as payment. of interest, dividends, 
&c.; employees are exempted from all military 
service, except in case of foreign war; the plans 
of the work cannot be altered without the consent 
of the Gevernment; the company is to carry the 
mails free; it cannot mortgage its property with- 
out the consent of Government, but has the right 
of dividing up its stock and disposing of the same 
to any one or anywhere it sees fit; all suits relat- 
ing to the work can only be decided in accord- 
ance with Mexican law and before Mexican tri- 
bunals, and it is expressly understood that it 
shall never enjoy the privileges conceded in the 
derecho estrangeria, The property is to remain 
forever that of the stockholders, The Govern- 
ment solemnly agrees to pay to the road, for a 
period of twenty-five years, without receiving any 
benefit or income therefrom, the sum of $560,000, 
and appropriates twenty per cent. of all receipts 
from customs for this purpose. It inswructs the 
Minister of Fomento to issue orders upon the 
Custom-houses furnishing the same to the com- 
pany, who are required to keep a supply of same 
on hand, and not to dispose of them at higher 
rates than those fixed upon, in the event of the 
work being delayed by revolutions or other ob- 
stacles beyond the control of the company. All 
munitions of war, troops and all Government pro-| 
perty, as also immigrants introduced under “ae 
ernment auspices, are to be carried at fifty 
cent, less than the regular tariff; it resciads 
article binding the company to build a peniten- 
tiary and hospital in the City of Mexico, A 
month’s suspension of labor, without just cause, 
is liable to result in a forfeiture of the Govern- 
ment appropriation, and subjects the company to 
a fine of $25,000 per month; the company is ob- 
liged to liquidate the accounts of all contractors 
and sub-contractors, both those who have been 
and those who may be engaged in the enterprise, 
In the event of-the interpretation of any clause or 
clauses of this decree not being understood, the 
point in- contest is to be decided by the Federal 
tribunals, The following is the tariff for ‘freight 
and passengers.

Efforts are now being made to extend the New 
Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad, 
and if accomplished, the Mt. Pleasant Branch 
would constitute a part of that line, and would 
prove a very strong competitor for the business 
between Louisville, Nashville and New Orleans, 
and would be an important link in the line, when- 
ever the Tennessee and Pacific Railroad shall be 
built ; and while this is true, yet it is held and be- 
lieved by somé that the best route for the exten- 
sion of that road is to Memphis, via Savannah 
and Grand Junction, crossing the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad some 30 miles north of Corinth ; thus 
making important connections with the Mobile 
and Ohio Railroad, the Mississippi Central Rail- 
road at Grand Junction, and with Memphis, and 
the net work of railways extending west of that 
city.

This route would be some ten miles 
shorter from Nashville to Memphis than by way 
of the Nashville and Northwestern Railroad. * * 

The estimate of the cost of the road from 
Decatur to Elyton, 90 miles, as made by John T, 
Milnor, Chief Engineer, in 1866, is $2,293,267 20.

At these rates, 
the speculative inquiry has been comparatively 
moderate, as usual about holiday times. Busi- 
ness at both Stock and Gold Boards has been on 
a restricted scale, calling for less pecuniary aid, 
Lenders have been more disposed to deal in mer- 
cantile paper, and prime to good names have been 
current at from 7@8'¢ per cent. per annum. The 
city banks have made further additions of consid- 
erable magnitude to their legal tender reserve, 
chiefly from the liberal disbursements of the 
Sub-Treasury in payment of the December inter- 
est on the June issue of the Seven-thirty Notes, 
and in redemption of the small denominations of

have also gained in their deposits, while losing in 
the specie line. They have‘teduced their loans, 
because of the falling off in‘the demand for ac- 
commodation, and they have cut\down their cir- 
culation a little. The Sub-Treastiry 
ances were diminished, last week, ni 
and a half millions, or a little over the acc’ 
tion of greenbacks in the bank vaults, within the, 
week, The specie reserve of the city banks is now 
$13,468,109, against $13,219,971 same time last 
year. The city bank deposits are now $177,632,- 
583, against $202,029.877 week ending Dec. 22, 
1866, The legal tender reserve amounts to $58,- 
311,482, against $64,816,962 same time last year, 
The circulation now stands at $34,019,101, against 
$32,433,429 same time last year. The loans 
are now $244,165,353, against $258,255,514 at 
this date last year. The Bank Exchanges at the 
Clearing House, through the past week, averaged 
$78,858 584 a day, against a daily average of $74,- 
607,319 the preceding week, and $78,826,153 the 
week ending with Dec. 7. The current week's 
exchanges average about $91,537,000 a day. The 
city banks, last week, gained $3,357,124 of legal 
tender, and $588,333 of deposits while they lost 
$1,418,739 of specie, They reduced their loans, 
$2,162,192; and their circulation, $99,810. 

The Philadelphia Bank movement the past 
week shows a increase in loans, of $852,595; 
an increase of $2,706 in specie; an ificrease in 
legal tenders of $246,078 ; a decrease of $130,493 
in deposits; and a decrease of $5,834 in citcu- 
lation. The Bank ClearingS show a decrease of 
$453,132, and the balanees, an increase of $190,- 
145. 

The U. 8. Sub-Treasury receipts, week ending 
with Dec. 21, were $18,237,767, iccluding $1,195,- 
241 from customs duties ; payments, $21,656,778, 
including $217,000 of coin interest; balance at 
the close of the week, $102,233,596, against 
$105,652,607, at the close of the preceding week, 
showing a decrease of $3,419,011. The business 
of the Office during the first two days of the cur- 
rent week, was as follows: Receipts on Monday, 
$4,202 630 including $221,000 from customs; end 
payments, $3,871,834 ; on Tuesday, receipts, $2,- 
006,542 including $176,000 from customs, and 
payments, $1,505,044. The balance at the close 
of business on Tuesday stood at $103,565,841, 
against $103,176,365 a week previous; and $103,- 
932,475 on Dec. 8. 

National Bank notes to the amount of $145,- 
950 were issued last week, making the total 
issue to 1,673 banks thus far, $305,430,511, against 
$282,555,440 at the close of the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1866. From the total issue is to be de- 
ducted the currency returned, including worn out 
notes, amounting to $5,600,695, leaving, with the 
existing 1,639 banks, (having an aggregate capital 
of $424,394,861,) am-qetual circulation at this date, 
of $299,829,816. The United States bonds held by 
Treasurer Spinner in trust for National Banks as 
security for circulating notes amount to $341,102,- 
950; and for the public deposits, $37,817,950— 
making a total of $378,920,900. The Treasury 
Department last week redeemed and destroyed 
$264,600 of worn and mutilated fractional curren- 
cy, and issued $458,064 of new. | 

The aggregate issue of coin certificates by the 
U. 8S, Sub-Treasury, in this city, up to Dec. 23, 
Was $238,184,880 ; aggregate redemptions, 
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585,000 ; leaving outstanding certificates to the 
amount of $31,599,380. 

An unusually light income from all sources was 
reported by the Government, last week. The 
excises, last week, yielded $1,996,000, against 
$2,254,000, the” preceding week ; customs at the 
port of NeW York $1,195,241, and at the outports, 
abo 25,000 (in coin) more, making the grand 
income for the week equal about $2,528,- 
(00 in currency. The total receipts of the Na- 
tional Treasury, from excises, during the fiscal 
year ending with July 30, 1867, were $265,920,- 
474, against $310,906,984 the preceding fiscal 
year; and $211,129,529 fiscal year ending with 
June 30, 1865. The receipts thus far in the new 
fiscal year, which began on the Ist of July, have 
been about $97,000,000. 

Government received $7,049,724 from customs, 
through the port of San Francisco, from Jan. 1, 
to Nov, 28, 1867. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in compliance 
with a resolution in the House, recently trans- 
mitted to that body a communication showing the 
amount of tax collected on distilled spirits, from 
which it appears that im 1863 the revenue was, in 
round numbers, $3,290,000; in 1864 it was $28,- 
500,000 ; in 1865 it was $16,000,000; in 1866 it 
was. $29,200,000, and in 1867 it was $28,300,000. 
Of the Yast named sum New York paid in round 
numbers $5,500,000¢ Ohio, $5,652,000 ; Illinois, 
$3,789,000. By the act of July 1, 1862, the tax 
was 20 per cent. }by that of March 7, 1864, it 
was increased to 60 cents a gallon; from July, 
1864, to Jan. 1, 1865, it was $1 50, and since that 
date $2 a gallon. The total forfeitures by decrees 
of Courts, from March 2, 1867;to June 30, 1867, 
were three thousand six hundred and nine gallons, 
which were sold for $42,874. 

Gold has been variable in price, since our last, 
but the speculation has been unmistakably weak, 
and operators for a rise have evinced little spirit 
or confidence. The lowest sales of the week 
were made on Monday, namely at 1327,@133.

Sherman & Co, The object of the negotiation is 
not known. The bills are sold in sums of £50,000

Bankers’ 60 day bills on London closed at 110@

Canada and her Railways. 

The progress of Canada—I speak of the whole 
Dominion as recently created by the contedera- 
tion of Upper and Lower Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick—has been marvellous, and 
in no respect, perhaps, has the growth of the 
country shown itself in a more marked manner 
than in the development of its railway system. 
It was in 1848, or almost immediately after the 
completion of the magnificent canal system of 
Canada proper, and by which vessels of 800 tons 
could pass from the Ocean to Lake Ontario, and 
vice versa, that the Canadians discovered that it 
was necessary, notwithstanding their unrivalled 
inland navigation, to combine with it an equally 
good railway communication—that was if they 
were to continue to be the carriers of the pro- 
ducts of the Western States through the valley of 
the St. Lawrence. They found that their neigh- 
bors to the south had commenced their railways 
in all directions, but more particularly to connect 
the cities on the Atlantic coast with the Western 
Lakes, and accordingly in 1849 an Act was passed 
by the Canadian Government pledging a 6 per 
cent, guarantee on one-half the cost of all rail- 
ways made under its provisions. Under this act, 
the Northern Railway, which runs from Toronto 
to Collingwood, the Great Western Railway, which 
runs from Windsor (on the Detroit River opposite 
Detroit) to the Niagara River, and the St. Law- 
rence and Atlantic, now forming part of the 
Grand Trunk line, running from Montreal to Port. 
land, were commenced. In 1852, however, the 
Government, fearing the effect of an indiscrimi- 
nate guarantee, repealed the law of 1849 and 
passed an act guaranteeing one-half the cost of 
one main trunk line of railway throughout the 
province, and it was under this act that the Grand 
Trunk Railway was projected. These terms were 
subsequently modified by granting a fixed sum of 
£8,000 per niile of railway forming part of the 
main trunk line. It is true that prior to these 
dates railways existed in Canada, There was, for 
example, the horse railway from Laprairie, nine 
miles above Montreal, to St. John’s, on the Riche- 
lieu River, which was opened in July, 1836, and 
was first worked with locomotives in 1837. There 
was also the horse railway between Queenstown 
and Chippewa, which was opened in 1839, but 
with these exceptions and the length of the La- 
chine Railway, a line running from Montreal fcr 
seven miles to the westward, the railway system 
of Canada cannot be said to have commenced 
until after the passing of the Railway Act in 1849, 
and even then it was not for about a year that 
any substantial progress was made. But after 
that..date the works of the several lines were 
pushed forward rapid!y, and in 1853 the lines 
from Montreal to Sherbrooke, from Toronto to 
Bradford,and from Hamilton to Suspension Bridge 
were opened. In 1854 the line between Montreal 
and Quebec was opened, the first train having 
carried Lord Elgin, who was then en route to Eng- 
land. In the same year the Great Western Rail- 
way was finished to Windsor, and in the following 
years the whole line from Montreal to Toronto 
and thence to London was constructed, and in 
1859 the entire Canadian Railway system was 
completed, including the keystone of its arch, the 
Victoria Bridge. 

Whilst, as I have already explained, the Govern. 
ment of Canada owns no portion of the 2,148 
miles of railroad now built, although the moneys 
granted in their aid amount to upwards of 6,000,- 
000/., Nova Scotia has built and owns all the rail- 
ways constructed in that province. They consist 
of a trunk line from Halifax on the Atlantic, by 
way of Truro, to Pictou, on the Gulf of the St. 
Lawrence, with a branch line to Windsor, on the 
Bay of Fundy. The distance from Halifax to 
Truro is 60 miles, and from the main line to Wind- 
sor 33 miles. From Truro to Pictou the distance 
is also about 60 miles. The railways to both 
these points were completed in 1858; the total 
cost of construction, including the extension to 
Pictou, being a little over 8,000,000/. The line 
from Halifax to Pictou was originally intended to 
form part of the European and British North 


American Railway, running from Halifax to the 
Great Lakes through British territory, and this 
has now all been accomplished with the exception 
of the intermediate link through New Brunswick, 
from the St. Lawrence River to the Bay of Fundy. 
This incompleted section, the projected Intercolo- 
nial Railway will now fill in, so that within three 
years from the present time the Dominion of 
Canada will have direct railway communication 
between its extreme limits—that is to say, the 
iron road will be laid between the ocean and the 
Great Lakes, 

New Brunswick, like her sister Maritime Pro- 
vince, also owns a railway, being the line from St. 
John to Shediac—a distance of 108 miles. It is 
called the European and North American, and it 
is intended to extend the line westwards from St. 
John to the boundary line of the State of Maine, 
the present railway system of that State being in 
like manner extended until a junction is effected 
between the two systems. With the completion 
of these extensions and the construction of the 
Intercolonial Railway, a passenger landing at 
Halifax. will be able vo take his train to any city in 
the States or in the Dominion. In addition to the 
European acd North American Railway, New 
Brunswick boasts of two other lines—the New 
Brunswick and Canada, 88 miles long, running 
from St. Andrew’s to Woodstock; and the St. 
Stephen’s branch railway, a short line of 18 miles 
in length. It is not unlikely that some portion of 
the Woodstock line may be utilized as part ofjthe 
Intercolonial Railway, but until the route of the 
latter is finally settled, it is impossible to say 
whether this will be so or not. 

From the foregoing figures it will be seen that 
whilst in 1852 Canada could only boast of 30 
niles of railway, she has now, including the rail- 
ways of New Brunswick and Nova Scotia, 2,495 
miles. The population of the Dominion is esti- 
mated at 4,000,000, so that with the exception of 
the United States, which possess a mile of rail- 
way for about every thousand inhabitants, the 
rate of Canada, which is nearly five-eighths of a 
mile for the same proportion of population, shows 
a greater mileage system per head of population 
than any other country.

Boston and Worcester Railroad. 

A special meeting of the stockholders of this 
corporation was held in Boston on the 16th inst. 
The meeting was presided over by Hon. Ginery 
Twitchell, who after the reading of the call for 
the meeting and the records of the last meeting 
by the clerk, submitted the following report : 

Boston AND WoRcESTER RAILROAD, , 
President’s Office, Boston, Dec, 16, 1867. 
To the Stockholders of the Boston and Worcester 

Railroad Corporation : 

The Directors were authorized at your meeting 
held on the 19th of June last, to apply to the 
Supreme Court for the appointment of Commis- 
sioners, as provided in the act for the consolida- 
tion of this and the Western Railroad Corpora- 
tion, to sell the property of this corporation to the 
new company for not less than eight millions of 
dollars, or to ascertain upon what terms the two 
roads could be consolidated, and report the same 
to you. After several meetings of the two Boards 
of Directors or Committees, they have agreed sub- 
ject to your approval, that the stockholders of 
the Boston and Worcester Railroad Corporation 
shall receive one share in the Boston and Albany 
Railroad Company, and ten dollars in cash for 
each share of the Boston and Worcester stock. 
While we do not think this so much as you ought 
to receive, we are satisfied that no better terms 
can be obtained without resort to the Commis- 
sioners. As that course is attended with delay, 
expense and uncertainty, we propose these terms 
as a compromise. The Committee of the Western 
road accepted them as such, and we respectfully 
recommend that the stockholders should approve 
them in the same spirit of concession and com- 
promise, and exert themselves to promote the 
future welfare of the new company and the pub- 
lic interests,

Mr, Seth Bemis of Watertown moved the ac- 
ceptance of the report, and that the Directors be 
authorized to settle with the Directors of the 
Western Railroad upon the terms mentioned in 
the report, The motion was carried with but one 
dissenting vote. 

The President stated that he expected the 
amount of ten dollars per share would be paid by 
the Western road in season for distribution with 
the January dividend, He also stated in response 
to inquiries that the ten dollars is taken {rom the 
funds of the Boston and Albany Railroad for the 
purpose of equalizing the stock.

Mr. Seth Bemis proposed the following vote: 

Voted, That so much of the vote passed by the 
stockholders at their meeting Feb. 6, 1861, as re- 
fers to the authority of Directors to increase the 
construction account of this corporation, be, and 
the same is, hereby rescinded; and that the 
Directors have the power to increase said account 
by the addition of such items of expenditures for 
coustruction as shall make it more fully represent 
the actual cost of the road and equipments. 

The motion was unanimously carried. 

On motion ef Hon. F, H. Dewey, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the President and Directors 
of the road for their faithfulness, and for settling 
the terms of consolidation without resort to Com- 
missioners, and also to the other officers of the 
road, after which the meeting adjourned sine die,
